Fires caused through smokers’ 
carelessness totaled 10,035 dur 
ing the year 1944, with attendant 
property loss of $40,562,478, it 
was shown in the statistical re- 
port of fire losses in Canada, 
1944. 

Stoves, furnaces, boilers and 
smoke pipes accounted for 4,009 
fires, with property loss of $3, 
375,582: electrical wiring and 
appliances for 2,914, with loss of 
$2,333,031. 

Defective and overheated chim 
neys and flues, matches, sparks 
on roof, hat ashes and open fires, 
lightning, petroleum and its pro 
ducts, lights, exposure fires, 
spontaneous ignition and incendi- 
arism were the reported causes 
of other fires. 

Some 18,585 fires were reported 
with cause unknown, and pro 


perty less amounted to $19
